Aside from learning that Altgens himself aid not know how many pictures ha took 
until Sprague started getting him to backtrack, whan ho found about a dozen, 

I do not recall, if I even knew, what Lltgens did get. He recalled only the 
three that had been used by the late time, June 1964, that the feds got 
around to speekinexte him.
